Sublime and Impressive at all times, 


the falls of Niagara in winter present 
an especially splendid spectacle. The 
mammoth masses of ice are formed 
and put together in wonderful array, 
and all surrounding objects arc roated 
with the frozen spray as with crjstal. 
Strange shapes of glistening ice arise, 
all very beautiful and grandly solemn. 


Nearly every 3 car an ice bridge 


forms in the gorge below the falls, and 
this winter has proved no exception. 
It extends from the steel arch bridge 
to the American falls, and its surface 
Is rough, rugged and much similar in 
appearance to those that have preced- 
ed it 


When the first adventurous spirits 


had crossed tbe bridge this year and 
pronounced it strong and firm, the win- 
ter festivals of Niagara began. Shan- 
ties were built on the ice for the Kile 
of liquid and solid refreshments, arid 
natives and visitors thronged there to 
gaze upon the wondrous ice formations 
above, around and below them and 
hearken to the roar of the mighty flood 
that plunges forever on its irresistible 
way. 
It is customary for residents of 


Niagara to aver each winter that the 
frost scenery surpasses anything of 
the kind ever seen before, arid this sea- 
son is no exception to tho rule. Ko\er 
before were there purh wonderful iee 
mounds, according to old timers, never 
such columnar icicles, such fairy tra- 
cery over the trees. And the sti anger 
who has never before beheld the mar- 
velous sight can readily believe that 
the present show Is unsurpassed find 
unsurpassable. 


The bridge over the gorge is not 


arched or raised, but merely a great 
floe of impacted ice which lias come 
over the fulls and lodged in the smooth 
water between the foot of the falls 
and the head of Whirlpool rapids. 
Sometimes this bridge lusts for weeks, 
nnd again it passes out in a night, but 
the ospertn say the present formation 
will probably remain a month or more. 
Since the bridge Is formed by impacted 
masses and not by surface freezing, it

FISHING TllIlOCOII ailE ICE 


he steps into his little dog sleigh, 
chirps to bis faithful team to get under 
way and duves Ihe, ten or HI toon 
miles from shore, for on Lake Ene 
blinding snowstorms come up with 
scarcely a warning, and hourb of aim- 
less wandering follow for the man and 
his dogs, a wandering that often ends 
In death. 


'When the fisherman who elects to 


try his luck far from land IUTI\CS ni 
the spot he has chosen for his -.p'-nc of 
operation, ho tli'fat puts up a mu.tie of 
bailcloth which be lias bioufUU alon,.; 
with him in the sluigh, fabtouing II to 
two poles set in tbe ice. This is his 
camp. In the leo of it the do^s croucb, 
nestling clo.se together for warmth. 
With a steel tipped pole the flHhorinun 
next chops a row of hole* i-i tho lee 
and drops through <:icb hole a lino at- 
tached to tho end of one of tuu crossed 
Eticks. This device u, called a tip up, 
the name well dcstiibmt; its action 
when a ll=h is catijjit 
Tho ball is a 


minnow, fro/en poihupb, Imt alwjiv 
'welcome, for pike are not o\ orpin lieu 
lar at the mldwinti r dnnier hmii. Be- 
fore he gets the thud line seL tbo tirst 
stick quheis and then btauds upright. 
A fish has boon caught. 


There is another j;c>ur used by lake 


fibhcrmcn which woiks equally v, ell as 
an indicator qf good luck. On uccounl 
of its bulk, howe\er, it is, an a rule, 
used only by those- who piefer to woik 
near shoie. It consists of a strip of 
flat boaid four Inches wide and two 
foot long. Lpiigtliwise in this hoard a 
.slot is cut, i!) which, on u -uiie axle, is 
hung an iron rod, to one end of \vliicb 
Is attached the tibhuifi liue 
On the op- 


posite end is a bail of lead that plays 
back and forth on tho rod. 
On tLig 


end also is n strip of red or white cloth. 


The board, with the rod and line, is 


sot up over a hole in the ice at an an- 
gle of abont 45 degrees. The line is 
dropped, and the fun begins. When a 
fish bites and attempts t) get away 
with tho bait, tbe rod tips up, nud tbe 
lead ball, sliding down past the center, 
stops at tho axle, holding it up. The 
cloth is then floating hi the air, and the 
fisherman can see it nt half a mile. 


There is still another way of fishing 


through the ice, but it is by no mcajia 
'sporty." 
When tho ice is thin and 


transparent, the fishermen in parties 
of three or four and carrying heavy 
axes go to that part of the lake or 
river where the water Is shallow nnd 
pound on the ice as thoy walk slowly 
toward shore. The noise thus cicatcd 
drives tbe fish to the shallow water, 
where they lie close to the bottom. 
When the fish have been "rounded 
up," the men hurry over the ice. strik- 
ing heavy blows with their axes. Tbe 
concussion stuns the llsh, and they float 
toward the top. 
Holes are then cut 


and tbo unconscious fl&h quickly me- 
cured. In this way n party can take 
as many as COO pounds of tish a day, 
but the game is no more exciting than 
fishing with a net in open water. 


The most interesting winter fisher- 


men, of course, nre those who work 
flway out on tho lake. Without doubt 
tbo most important part of nn out- 
fit is the dog tonra. 
Dogs of every 


size, style and description are used. 
Some nro fine looking and well runted. 
The great majority, however, nre Just 
dogs. Good barkers are in great do 
mand. for the dogs nre soon trained, 
and they watch the holes lu tbe ice 
like hawks, weil knowing that as like 
ly na not they will come in for their 
share of tho spoils.
